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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. This is in response to an amendment/response filed on November 30 th , 2010. 

2. Claims 1 and 22 have been amended. 

3. Claims 3, 6 and 8 were previously cancelled. 

4. No claims have been added. 

5. Claims 1, 2, 4-5, 7, and 9-31 are currently pending. 

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to show alone or in combination a method of forming an output media 
stream to be transmitted during a communication session from a portable communication device 
as disclosed by independent claims 1 and 22. In the Applicants' amendments filed on June 16th, 
2010, the Applicants amend the claims to recite "superposing, within the portable 
communication device, signals of the first media type form the first media stream on the signals 
of the first media type from the second media stream." The Applicants refers to the Merriam- 
Webster Online dictionary, which defines superposing as "to place over or above whether in or 
not in contact." Additionally, in the Applicants' amendments filed on November 30 th , 2010, the 
Applicants amend the claims to further recite, "wherein the communication session includes a 
video telephony session, wherein the second media stream includes a prerecorded media stream 
that is user selectable." 
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The prior art of Saito (U.S. Patent 6,987,767) discloses a multiplexer in a communication 
apparatus to combine media information such as audio and data. However, Saito does not 
specifically disclose superposing media streams to be transmitted on a portable communication 
device. The prior art of Maclnnis et al. (U.S. Patent 6,853,385) discloses an audiovisual system 
that facilitates the compositing of graphics into blended graphics. However, the prior art fails to 
show alone or in combination a portable communication device that specifically superposes 
media streams wherein one of the media streams is a prerecorded media stream as defined in the 
newly amended claims. 

For the reasons provided above, claims 1 and 22 are allowed. The remaining dependent 
claims are allowable because they depend on the allowed independent claims.
